
1. I request that the Office of Training and Education 
(OTE) design, develop and implement a training course on 
deception analysis. As you may know, the DCl has charged the 
Corrmunity to increase its level -of-ef for t on deception analysis 
across the board. This has included the preparation of a 
national intelligence estimate on Soviet deception and the 
establishment of new analytic elements. We established such an 
element in our directorate, the Foreign Intelligence Capabilities 
Group (FICG), two years ago. FICG has progressed to a point in 
its development where they now require a structured training 
program for their own analysts, and for others who will be 
working deception problems elsewhere in CIA and the Intelligence 
Corrmunity. We have polled other agencies, and find that currently 
there are only two other related training programs, both still in 
the planning stages. Air Force intends to offer a series of 3 
day seminars for its photo interpreters later this year, and DIA 
is considering developing a course in conjunction with the 
Defense Intelligence School by the end of the calendar v^ar .

2. I, therefore, request that you develop a one-week pilot 
course for 12 analysts, to be offered as soon as practical. 

After its first running, we should jointly assess its feasibility 
as a regular OTE course offering. Personnel from FICG and its 
contractors are available to help develop a curriculum, as sist in 
teaching, and identify a student list. I understand that I 25X1
